Marion  Selectmen's  Meeting 

November  16, 1999

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Marion  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Tuesday  November  16 
at  7:00  pm  by  Chairman  Loretta  Schaefer.  Also  present 
were  Selectman  Albert  E.  Winters,  Selectman  Jonathan 
"Jody"  Dickerson,  Town  Administrator  Ray  Pickles,  and 
Secretary  Helene  Craver. 

After  unanimously  signing  treasury  warrants 
#20A,  #21,  and  #21A  and  approving  the  minutes  of  the 
Noven^c/  9  meeting,  the  board  approved  licenses  for  two 
birthdav  parties  to  be  held  at  the  Marion  Social  Club  on 
November  26  and  December  4,  and  also  approved  All 
Alcoholic  Licenses  renewals  for  2000  for  several  town 
establishments. 

A  scheduled  7:05  pm  Tax  Classification  Hearing 
was  called  to  order  and  the  board  unanimously  voted  to 
postpone  the  hearing  until  their  next  meeting  on 
November  23,  pending  figures  which  are  forthcoming 
from  the  state. 

At  7:06  pm  the  board  met  with  Luke  Lomeland  of 
the  Marine  Resources  Commission  (MRC)  and  Len 
Gonsalves  of  the  Buzzards  Bay  Action  Committee  (BBAC) 
to  request  the  board's  blessing  in  declaring  the  waters  of 
Buzzards  Bay  a  federal  "no  discharge"  zone. 

"Almost  two  years  ago,  the  BBAC  and  Buzzards 
Bay  Project  (BBP)  decided  they  would  initiate  designating 
the  bay  a  'no  discharge'  zone,"  Mr.  Gonsalves  said.  "Last 
year,  the  Governor  determined  he  would  declare  all  the

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waters  in  the  state  'no  discharge'  zones  ...  but  the 
document  that  (he)  filed  was  incomplete  and  was  not 
accepted.  We  were  asked  to  pick  up  (where  we  left  off) 
and  submit  an  application  for  a  federal  'no  discharge' 
zone  for  Buzzards  Bay." 

Mr.  Gonsalves  explained  that  the  designation  will 
not  have  any  major  impact  on  boaters,  and  the  goal  of  the 
designation  is  to  educate  them  on  the  importance  of 
keeping  the  bay  clean.  "The  enforcement  is  not  the 
emphasis,"  he  said.  "I  would  think  any  responsible  boater 
would  want  to  keep  the  bay  clean." 

"Enforcement  is  passive,"  Mr.  Lomeland  agreed. 
"They're  aren't  going  to  be  'head  police'  out  there  ...  we 
all  want  to  keep  the  bay  clean  and  this  is  a  great  step

forward." 

Chairman  Schaefer  agreed  it  was  a  wise  move, 
especially  since  Marion  has  already  declared  Sippican 
Harbor  a  "no  discharge"  zone  on  a  local  level.  With  that, 
the  board  unanimously  voted  to  endorse  the 
recommendation  of  the  Marine  Resources  Commission  to 
declare  Buzzards  Bay  a  federal  "no  discharge"  zone. 

Under  incoming  correspondence  for  the  week,  the 
board  received  a  letter  of  thanks  from  the  Marion  Tree 
Committee  and  Sippican  Lands  Trust  for  the  new 
plantings  on  Point  Road.  The  Marion  DPW  assisted  in  the 
effort,  along  with  Tim  Crowley  and  Victor  Brier,  planting 
about  200  mountain  laurel,  white  pines,  and 
rhododendron  along  the  street.  "The  plantings  certainly 
look  wonderful,"  Chairman  Schaefer  agreed.  "I'm  looking 
forward  to  springtime  when  they  bloom." 

John  Collins,  President  of  the  Marion  Social  Club, 
sent  a  memo  to  the  board  advising  that  they  have 
attempted  to  establish  open  dialogue  with  neighbors 
regarding  traffic  issues  and  noise  complaints  but  have  not 
received  any  response.  "To  date,  we  have  not  been 
contacted,  and  can  only  assume  that  no  new  issues  have 
arisen,"  he  wrote.  "We  have  posted  15  MPH  signs  on  our 
property  and  remind  all  of  our  renters  to  drive  carefully." 

Roger  Blanchette,  Chairman  of  the  Zoning  Board 
of  Appeals  (ZBA),  sent  a  memo  to  the  board  advising  that 
they  have  an  opening  for  an  alternate  member  on  their 
board  and  they  are  recommending  that  June  Robbins  of 
Joanne  Drive  be  appointed  to  fill  the  seat.

correspondence  —  all  of  which  related  to  Sippican,  Inc.  — 
Chairman  Schaefer  excused  and  removed  herself  from  the 
meeting  noting  that  her  husband  is  retained  as  legal 
counsel  for  the  company. 

Selectman  Winters  then  also  publicly  announced 
that  he  has  filed  a  disclosure  notice  with  the  Town  Clerk's 
office  stating  that  he  is  an  employee  of  TCI  which  does 
consulting  work  for  Sippican,  Inc.,  but  he  has  no  financial 
or  personal  interest  in  the  matter  at  hand. 

The  board  received  a  series  of  written  responses 
from  the  Marion  Planning  Board;  Marion  Fire 
Department;  Town  Administrator  Ray  Pickles;  Town 
Counsels  Perry,  Hicks,  Crotty,  and  Deshaies;  and  Attorney 
Richard  Schaefer  on  behalf  of  Sippican,  Inc.  regarding 
issues  which  had  been  raised  at  a  meeting  last  month  by 
residents  Edward  and  Elizabeth  Brainard.  The  gist  of  the 
correspondence  was  that  Sippican,  Inc.  was  in  compliance 
with  all  of  its  permits  and  was  not  operating  any  portion 
of  their  facility  illegally. 

"A  month  ago  today,  Mr.  and  Ms.  Edward 
Brainard  came  in  front  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
regarding  concerns  that  they  had  regarding  the  Hycor 
Group  Facility  located  at  Sippican,  Inc.,"  Selectman 
Dickerson  read  from  a  prepared  statement.  "(Selectman) 
Winters  and  myself  listened  to  the  concerns  they  had  and 
asked  them  to  give  us  a  month  to  investigate  this  matter, 
which  we  did.

Forget  about  leaving  food  out  all  of  the 
time.  Feed  your  cat  2  meals  a  day.  Your  goal  is  slow 
weight  loss  over  a  few  months  to  a  year  rather  than  a 
crash  diet  that  may  be  dangerous  for  your  cat.

Based  on  the  reports  we've 
received  from  various  local,  state  and  federal  agencies,  I 
think  I  can  speak  for  (Selectman)  Winters  when  I  say  we 
feel  very  comfortable  and  safe  with  the  operations  at 
Sippican,  Inc.  The  Sippican  Corporation  is  a  safe  facility 
and  their  newest  building  is  in  compliance  with  all 
regulations." 

Mr.  and  Ms.  Brainard  were  present  at  the  meeting 
and  were  surprised  with  the  amount  of  information 
disseminated  in  one  sitting.  "We're  just  reading  this  for  the 
first  time  ...  we  asked  to  be  copied  on  all  correspondence," 
Mr.  Brainard  said.  "We  had  also  requested  to  see  a  copy  of 
the  (Department  of  Defense)  license." 

Selectman  Dickerson  suggested  they  contact  the 
state  DOD  for  that  information,  and  Mr.  Pickles  noted  that 
much  of  this  correspondence  had  arrived  earlier  that  day. 

"We  have  found  that  everything  was  done  in  full 
disclosure  ...  I  agree  with  (Selectman  Dickerson's) 
statement,"  Selectman  Winters  added. 

Mr.  and  Ms.  Brainard  agreed  to  review  the 
information  which  was  presented  to  them  at  the  meeting.

"Based  on  the  evaluations  for  this  year,  there  is  almost  no 
change.  Our  total  valuation  for  FY  2000  was  $336,210,794 
—  just  a  little  more  than  last  year,  which  was  $327,544,290. 
Based  on  the  fact  that  the  increase  was  marginal,  we're 
recommending  to  continue  with  a  single  tax  rate  for 
residential  and  commercial  property  for  FY  2000." 

Chairman  Cutler  asked  whether  the  town  is 
taxing  at  the  maximum  rate,  as  some  residents  often 
claim. 

"No,  because  we  have  an  excess  levy  (of 
$137,242),"  Mr.  Mello  said.  "But  we're  getting  close." 

Based  upon  the  recommendation  from  the  Board 
of  Assessors,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  unanimously  voted 
to  continue  with  a  single  tax  rate  for  FY  2000  for  both 
residential  and  commercial  property.  The  Assessors  noted 
that  once  they  get  a  response  from  the  state  and  set  the  tax 
rate,  bills  should  be  going  out  to  residents  sometime  in 
December  before  the  first  of  the  year. 

After  unanimously  approving  the  minutes  of  the 
November  8  meeting,  with  Selectman  Ryan  abstaining, 
the  board  signed  and  approved  an  Eminent  Domain 
taking  of  the  Vander  Pol  property  on  Dexter  Lane  and 
also  signed  and  approved  payment  of  an  invoice  for 
$6,015  to  Town  Counsels  Perry,  Hicks,  Crotty,  and 
Deshaies. 

Under  the  Town  Administrator's  report,  Mr. 
Huntoon  informed  the  board  that  he  has  ordered  21  new

the  law  regarding  the  use  of  seat  belts.  This  program  is 
part  of  Rochester's  and  the  State  Police's  participation  in 
Operation  ABC  Mobilization  —  America  Buckles  up 
Children  —  which  is  conducted  twice  a  year. 

This  fall,  Law  Enforcement  Agencies  throughout 
the  country  will  be  out  in  force  November  22  through 
November  28  to  enforce  seat  belt  laws.  Rochester  and  the 
State  Police  are  preparing  for  this  national  event  by  first 
conducting  these  educational  checkpoints,  advising 
people  of  the  law,  the  fines,  the  proper  way  to  use  safety 
belts  a+  d  ~ar  seats,  and  handing  out  informational  flyers. 
Following  this  informational  period,  both  law 
enforcement  agencies  will  then  conduct  a  crackdown  of 
drivers,  drivers  who  fail  to  buckle  up  children,  and 
passengers  who  fail  to  buckle  up. 

Research  has  shown  that  lap /shoulder  safety 
belts,  when  used,  reduce  the  risk  of  fatal  injury  to  front 
seat  occupants  by  45  percent  and  the  risk  of  moderate-to- 
critical  injury  by  50  percent.  For  light  truck  occupants, 
safety  belts  reduce  the  risk  of  fatal  injury  by  60  percent 
and  moderate-to-critical  injury  by  65  percent.  Ejection 
from  the  vehicle  is  one  of  the  most  injurious  events  that 
can  happen  to  a  person  in  a  crash.  In  fatal  crashes,  73 
percent  of  passenger  car  occupants  who  were  totally 
ejected  from  the  vehicle  were  killed.  Safety  belts  are 
effective  in  preventing  total  ejection. 

The  law  is  clear,  an  operator  of  a  motor  vehicle 
not  complying  can  be  fined  $25.  Any  passenger,  age  12  to

Leverage  arises  because 
ALL  of  the  income  and  ALL 
of  the  appreciation  in  prop- 
erty value  belongs  to  the 
property  holder  regardless 


of  the  amount  of  the  loan. 

To  illustrate,  assume  a 
$100,000.  property  was  pur- 
chased for  only  $10,000.  cash 
and  a  $90,000.  mortgage  loan. 
Five  years  later,  the  same 
property  is  sold  for  $150,000. 
(a  50%  gain  in  value).  After 
paying  off  the  $90,000.  mort- 
gage, the  investor  would  re- 
alize, not  a  50%  gain,  but 
rather  a  500%  gain  on  his  ac- 
tual cash  investment  because 
he  only  invested  $10,000.  not 
$100,000.  for  the  property.

When  the  hounds  of  righteous 
Indignation  are  unleashed  upon  a  movie, 
invariably  nothing  in  the  movie  itself  realty 
deserves  the  barking  and  slobbering. 
Dogma  the  new  farce  by  writer-director 
Kevin  Smith  (Clerks,  Chasing  Amy),  is  an 
agreeably  rumpled  and  scattershot  comedy 
about  nothing  les%  than  faith.  It  asks  the 
big  questions:  If  there  is  a  God,  did  He —or 
She  —  really  intend  there  to  be  churches 
and  factions  at  odds  with  each  other?  Don't 
all  thedoctrinal  squabbling  and  chauvinistic 
claims  (one's  own  religion  is  the  only  true 
religion,  etc.)  take  people  even  further  away 
from  the  basics  as  taught  by  Christ?  There 
are  other  questions,  too,  but  they  can't  be 
repeated  here  (this  is  a  Kevin  Smith  movie, 
after  all). 

On  one  level,  Dogma  can  be  enjoyed  as 
Smith's  big  blow-out  —  his  action- 
adventure/quest  epic,  with  a  cast  picked  to 
please  the  fans;  it's  also  his  New  Jersey 
biblical  epic.  If  you  ran  Nikos  Kazantzakis 
through  the  View  Askew  blender,  the  result 
would  taste  something  like  Dogma  —  a 
lumpy  but  tan gy  concoction  that  goes  down 
easy.  Smith  begins  with  a  strong  premise: 
Two  outcast  angels,  the  former  angel  of 
death  Loki  (Matt  Damon)  and  the  watcher 
angel  Bartleby  (Ben  Affleck),  have  found  a 
way  to  get  back  into  Heaven.  The  Catholic 
Church  is  kicking  off  a  new  user-friendly 
PR  program  with  a  surefire  lure  for  sinners: 
Pass  under  the  ar  ies  of  the  New  Jersey 
cathedral  and  you're  absolved  of  sin.  Loki 
and  Bartleby  figure  they'll  take  advantage 
of  this  loophole,  get  absolved,  and  get  back 
to  Heaven. 

They're  not  the  heroes  here,  though. 
Their  scheme,  if  successful,  will  disprove 
the  Infallibility  of  God  and  negate  existence 
itself.  So  God,  in  the  form  of  a  spokes-angel 
named  Metatron(AlanRickman),  recruits  a 
disillusioned  Catholic  and  abortion-clinic 
worker,  Bethany  (Linda  Fiorentino)  to  help 
stop  the  renegade  angels.  Other 
metaphysical  entities  keep  popping  up:  the 
slickster  demon  Azrael  (Jason  Lee),  who'd 
love  to  see  everything  come  crashing  down; 
Rufus  (Chris  Rock),  the  obscure  "13th 


apostle"  left  out  of  the  Bible  because  he's 
black;  and  a  Muse  named  Serendipity 
(Salma  Hayek)  who  got  stuck  on  Earth  and 
became  a  stripper.  Not  to  mention  the 
prophet  stoners  Jay  and  Silent  Bob  (Jason 
Mewes  and  Smith  himself). 

What  you  hear  throughout  Dogma, 
liberally  peppered  with  the  usual  prankish 
profanities,  is  Kevin  Smith  having  a 
conversation  with  himself  about  his  faith 
(he's  a  devout  Catholic  in  real  life).  He  puts 
his  ideas  in  the  mouths  of  all  the  characters, 
each  of  whom  defends  his  or  her  own 
theological  turf.  The  ideas  come  out  in  a 
rough  tumble,  with  the  becoming 
awkwardness  of  flawed  human  beings  trying 
to  live  by  the  ideal  of  God  —  or  the 
awkwardness  of  a  director  struggling  to 
make  sense  of  it  all.  Dogma  is  fairly 
disorganized,  but  it  has  the  honest  heartbeat 
of  a  filmmaker  busily  stitching  a  bunch  of 
elements  into  a  crazyquilt  of  farce  and  faith. 

Some  oi Dogma  staggers  and  stumbles. 
An  early  test  print  ran  better  than  three 
hours;  Smith  carved  it  down  to  just  over 
two,  and  I  have  a  feeling  a  lot  of  plot 
coherence  is  littering  the  editing-room  floor 
(perhaps  to  be  restored  on  the  future  DVD). 
Bartleby,  for  instance,  seems  to  undergo  an 
abrupt  shift  in  behavior,  and  the  character 
ofBethany,  though  mostappealingly  played 
by  Fiorentino,  just  seems  to  be  along  for  the 
ride  (she  may  be  intended  as  the  audience's 
spokesperson,  an  everyday  woman  amongst 
a  ragtag  group  of  gods  and  monsters).  The 
movie  has  everything  including  the  kitchen 
sink;  Smith  juggles  a  lot  of  balls,  and 
inevitably  he  drops  some  —  as  always,  he 
wants  to,  let  you  know  every  little  thing 
that's  been  on  his  mind  since  the  last  time 
you  listened  to  him.  Overall,  though,  Dogma 
is  Smith's  most  consistently  engagingmovie 
since  Clerks  —  a  rude  yet,  in  the  end, 
reverent  ramble  encompassing  an 
excrement  demon,  a  handstanding  God, 
and  everything  in  between.
